I earnest- 
ly commend to the attention of tho^con- 
gress this matter, so that some way may 
be devised which will limit the abuse of 
Injunctions and protect those rights which 
from time to time it unwarrantably in- 
v tides."

and Harry Levy. Muskogee, secretary. 


The duty of this committee will be 


to attend the first session o£ the legis- 
lature, their expenses to be paid by 
the towns represented and those who 
wil) probably come in, and to prepare 
a complete code of municipal laws to 
be passed by'-the legislature under 
i'he emergency clause . in the consti- 
tution for the purpo&Q of improving 
th'ose now existing 
in 
Oklahoma. 


After a general discussion of munici- 
pal affairs the meeting adjo'urned, sub- 
ject to the call of the cha'lr, which 
will probably be In Gutnrie when the 
'first session of the legislature- con- 
venes.

Child Labor Evil. 


The necessity of checking the *vll of 


child labor Is pointed out with muoh.dh 
roctncss. On tho relation between capital 
and labor the president asserts that pub- 
lic opinion must be aroused In condemna- 
tion of evil practices on both sides. The 
work of the department ot agriculture la 
prlven high praise and the Importance of 
the department pointed out.
